Isaac Wright, of Phi- 
ladelphia, Robert Garrison and Stephen 
Dickinson, of New York, found employ- 
ment on board the Steamboat New Castle, 
then lying in the harbor of the latter place, 
and destined to ply asa packet between New 
Orleans and Florida. On her second return 
trip from St. Marks, one Thomas Lewis, 
who had escaped from one of the Northern 
States, as a thief, and had broken jail in 
Florida, where he had been confined on the 
charge of murder, came passenger. Onher 
arrival at New Orleans, J. D. Wilson, her 
captain, being sick, Lewis took command, 
and under false pretences took the three men 
to the New Orleans jail and there sold them 
to a being by. the name of George A. Botts, 
for $3000, thus adding the heinous crime of 
kidnapping to those of theft and murder. 
They were there stripped, tied, scourged with 
merciless severity, trampled on and _ threat- 
ened with death if they ever afterwards in- 
timated to any person that they were enti- 
tled to their freedom. They were then 
sent in chains te Vieksburg and there sold 
at public auction as slaves forlife. Stephen 
to a Kentucky horse jockey, and Robert and 
Isaac toa Mr. McMahan, by whom they 
were again sold, Robert in Arkansas, 
and Isaac in Raleigh, Tennessee, both of 
whom he warranted to be slaves for life, al- 
thouch he well knew that they were free 
born citizens of NewYork and Pennsylvania.
